DETAILS HIS AIMS 
TO BURGOS CROWD 


“We Will Save Land ese 

~Reds”—‘‘On Us Depends 
Resurrection of Spanish 
Empire.” 


By the Associated Press. | 
BURGOS, Spain, Oct. 2, — Gen. 
Francisco Franco, Commander-in- 


Chief of the Spanish Fascist army, 
assumed leadership of the insurgent 
junta yesterday, thus becoming the 
potential dictator of Spain if Fas- 
cists overthrow the Madrid Social- 
ist-Communist-republican Govern- 
ment. 

Addressing a crowd from a bal- 
cony after Gen. Miguel Cabanellas, 
his predecessor as head of the 
junta, transmitted the power to 
him, Gen, Franco asked for the 
aid of all Spaniards in what he 
called “resurrection of the Spanish 
empire.” 

“We will save the land from the 
Reds, who want to destroy it,” he 
declared. 

“Our work demands sacrifices of 
all, especially sacrifices of those 
who have much to benefit those 
who have nothing. 

“Our goal is the defense of the 
civilization of the world. On us 
depends the resurrection of the 
Spanish empire.” 

In a radio address shortly after- 
ward, Gen. Franco said that if the 
Fascists gained power the Govern- 
ment would hasten to re-establish 
order and assure all workers of 
jobs. 

“Religious liberty will be respect- 
ed,” he declared. “Commercial 
agreements will be concluded with 
foreign countries, principally coun- 
tries which are not opposed to 
Spain’s Government (meaning the 
Fascist junta at Burgos). 

“No relations can exist with those 
who combat our civilization.” 

Gen. Emilio Mola, northern Fas- 
cist commander, and Gen. Gonzalo 
Queipo de Liano, leader in the 
south, were among those who at- 
tended the installation ceremony. 

Gen. Franco presided later at a 
council of State and instructed the 
junta of sewen Generals to con- 
tinue its governmental work un- 
der his supervision. 

‘Headquarters will remain at Bur- 
gos with the general base of the 
Fascist army transferred to Valal- 
dolid from Caceres. 

Gen. Franco named the following 
commanders: Gen. Ponte, com- 
mander on the Aragon Front; Gen. 
Raliquet, commander on the Guadar- 
rama Front; Gen. Jose Varela, com- 
mander on the Toledo Front. 

Gen. Mola was ordered to stay 
~ at Valladolid as Gen. Franco’s 
right-hand man. 


LOWER FRANC AIDS TOURISTS 


American Money Goes Farther Now 
in France, 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Oct. 2.—Devaluation of 
fhe franc has made the money 
of American tourists go farther. 

With the franc today quoted at 
42-3 cents—down from  approxi- 
mately 6% cents before its decline 
in value—a 40-franc hotel room cost 
$1.85 instead of $2.65. A 15-franc 
dinner, formerly worth 97 cents, 
cost 70. Purchase of a 300-franc 
gown meant an outlay of $14, in- 
stead of $19.50. Stores continued to 
sell stock on hand at the old prices 
and reported a rush business.

ROOSEVELT GIVES 
HIS DEFENSE OF 
NEW DEAL DEFICIT 
Continued From Page One. 


speech at Syracuse, N. Y., where he 
made his first direct appeal for 
votes, President Roosevelt last night 
brought out the contrasts between 
March of 1933 and October of 1936. 
Under Hoover, he said, the national 
income had dwindled to 38 billions 
a year. In 1936 it will be well over 
60 billions, according to the Presi- 
dent, and, using the baseball ter- 
minology with which he opened his 
talk, he gave his administration 
credit for the difference. 


“From where I stand,” he asaid, 
“it looks as though the game is 
pretty well in the bag.” 


The vast crowd, from the close 
packed mass almost under the 
speaker’s platform to the remotest 
rows of the bleachers, roared its 
approval. Throughout the Presi- 
dent weighed his words with indig- 
nation, with irony, with glowing 
confidence, and the crowd was 
eager to rsspond. A reference to 
Hoover brought loud booing. When, 
by implication, he assailed Knox 
for the Allentown warning about 
savings and life insurance, his list- 
eners cheered lustily. 


Deficit “Steadily Declining.” 


“The deficit of the national Gov- 
ernment has been steadily declining 
for three years running,” the Pres- 
ident said, “although technically 
this year it did not decline, because 
we paid the bonus this year instead 
of in 1945. Without the bonus the 
deficit would have declined this 
year. 

“The truth is that we are doing 
better than we anticipated in 1933. 
The national income has gone up 
faster than we dared then to hope. 
Deficits have been less than we 
expected. Treasury receipts are 
increasing.” 


A year has passed without a na- 
tional bank failure, he asserted. His 
exact language was: “And inciden- 
tally, tonight is an anniversary in 
the affairs of our Government 
which I wish to celebrate with you 
and the American people. It is 
Oct. 1, and it marks the end of a 
whole year in which there has been 
not a single national bank failure in 
the United States. 


“It has been 55 years—not 12 long 
years—since that kind of a record 
has been established. ... It is proof 
that the (New Deal) program has 
worked.” 

Although last night’s talk con- 
tained some adroit phrases, it could 
not compare in that respect with 
the President’s talk at Syracuse, in 
which he repudiated Communism. 


“The only way to keep a Govern- 
ment out of the red,” he declared, 
“is to keep the people out of the 
red. We had to balance the budget 
of the American people before we 
could balance the budget of the na- 
tional Government.” 


“That makes common sense 
doesn’t it?” he demanded, looking 
up into the floodlights that blazed 
down from the grandstand roof. A 
shout of acclaim came in answer. 


Knox Repeats Old Charges. 


Knox, who went on the air be- 
tween 8:15 and 8:45—the President's 
speech was at 9—repeated all the 
charges he had made at Allentown 
and, in effect, defied the Siessaenihe 
ic State government of Pennsylvania 
to arrest him for it.

“The financial dance of death 
goes on,” Knox said. “Slowly, 
steadily, relentlessly, the founda- 
tions of our financial structure are 
being sapped. As the endless flood 
of Government debt flows out of 
the Treasury, the assets of the 
banks and insurance companies be- 
come increasingly gorged with low- 
earning Federal bonds.” 

Roosevelt's Speech in 1932. 
Knox made the most of Roose 
velt’s 1932 campaign speech at 
Forbes Field, quoting the Roosevelt 
promises of economy and a bal- 
anced budget to drive home his 
criticism. In that speech the Demo- 
cratic candidate stressed the vital 
importance of Federal solvency be- 
cause on the solvency of the Fed- 
eral Government depended the en- 
tire financial structure, Knox 
pointed out. 

But Roosevelt, too, showed that 
he had not forgotten his previous 
campaign. appearance in Pitts- 
burgh. 

“Compare the score board which 
you have in Pittsburgh now,” he 
said, “with the socre board which 
you had when I stood here at sec- 
ond base in this field four years 
ago. At that time, as I drove 
through these great valleys, I could 
see mile after mile of this greatest 
mill and factory area in the world, 
a dead panorama of silent black 
structures and smokeless stacks. 

“TY gaw idleness and hunger 
instead of the whirl of machinery. 
Today as I came north from West 
Virginia, I saw mines operating, & 
found bustle and life, the hiss of 
steam, the ring of steel on steel— 
the roaring song of industry.” 

Stressing the contrast between the 
era of Hoover depression and 
Roosevelt recovery, the President 
declared that small business men 
and small corporations were almost 
wiped out by the deflation of 1931, 
'32 and °'33. Now, he added, the 
line is running the other way, de- 
flation having been turned back. 


Help for the Small Man. 
“And so the program of this ad- 
ministration has protected the small 
business, the small corporation, the 
small shop from the wave of defla- 
tion which threatened them,” he 
said after dwelling on the crisis of 
three years ago. “We realized then, 
as we do now, that the vast army 
of small business men, facto?y 
owners and shop owners form the 
backbone—together with our farm- 
ers and workers—of the industrial 
life of America. 

“In our long-range plan we recog- 
nized that the prosperity of Amer- 
ica depended upon, and would con- 
tinue to depend upon, the prosperity 
of them all.” 

There were several references in 

the President’s address to a “plan” 
and a “program” followed during 
the past. four years. Both directly 
and indirectly President Roosevelt 
credited this plan with restoring 
the national income. 
Comparatively minor addresses 
were scheduled for today. After at- 
tending a World Series game this 
afternoon President Roosevelt will 
"go to his estate at Hyde Park, N. 
Y., and rest until it is time to 
start out on another campaign tour. 
His second tour, it is expected, will 
take him as far west as Denver and 
probably will start on Tuesday or 
Wednesday although plans are still 
indefinite,

Mills Open, But Manager 
Testifies He  ‘“‘Didn’t 
Think It Was Thing to 
Do.

BOSTON, Oct. 2.—Frederick C. 


Dumaine, 60-year-old managing di- 
rector of the defunct Amoskeag 
Manufacturng Co., testified today 
before the Sabath Congressional In- 
vestigating ‘Committee that the 
company’s Manchester (N. H.) mills 
might have remained open had the 
firm not repaid $5,470,000 in bank 


loans last year. 
Peter C. Borre, counsel for the 


committee, asked: “If obligations 
had not been liquefied in 1935, the 
mills might have remained open?” 
Dumaine replied: “That’s true.” 
Dumaine said that, had the man- 
agement not paid the bank loan and 
interest on bonds, the company 
“could have continued Amoskeag 
operationge at a loss with that obli- 
gation on our hands.” 

“T didn’t think it was the thing 
to do to continue borrowing money 
beyond the quick assets of the com- 
pany,” he continued. “I felt that 
if the assets were in such a condi- 
jon that the banks demanded col- 
lateral, we'd better give up.” 
Dumaine, affiliated with Amoskeag 
for 56 years, directing operations of 
one of the world’s largest textile 
plants, which once employed 20,000 
workers, also testified that his first 
effort to seek funds from a Govern- 
ment agency was made after a 
Washington official asked him to 
come to the capital. He said he 
had done “nothing before that.” 
At that pont Representative 
Adolph J. Sabath (Dem.), Illinois, 
chairman of the committee, de- 
clared: “I notice some outstanding 
trustees and directors, financiers 
and business men listed as officers 
of the company. -Didn’t any of them 
think of trying for financial aid 
from a government agency?” 

“Not until September, 1935,” Du- 
mane replied. 

Sabath asked Dumaine why the 
Washington officials called him to 
the capital and Dumaine replied 
that “they wanted to see if they 
could get work for the mill and 
keep the men employed.” 

Chairman Sabath postponed for 
six weeks action on a recommenda- 
tion by the committee’s investiga- 
tors that the results of its inqury 
into the financial workings of the 
Amoskeag Manufacturing Co. be 
presented to the United States At- 
torney-General. 

Murray W. Garsson, the commit- 
tee’s investigator, declared: “I be- 
lieve these men guilty under Fed- 
eral statutes.” 

Sabath, in postponing considera- 
tion “until other members of the 
committee can study tHe evidence,” 
explained: “I do not want to take 
action today because so many men 
of high standing are involved, 
need a thorough report and will 
consider it with other members of 
the committee.” 


JAPANESE SOLDIERS BEGIN

They told Chinese authorities to 
notify the populace, “The Japan- 
ese are merely practicing so re- 
main calm when the guns begin to 
roar.” 

About 5000 men, it was esti- 
mated, were participating in the 
practices which included infantry, 
cavalry, artillery, engineers and 
tanks. The games were scheduled 
to end by Oct, 25.

NO NATIONAL BANK FAILURES 
HAVE OCCURRED IN A YEAR 


First Full 12 Months Without a 
Closing Since 1881; Depositories 
Now Total 53384. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 2. — The 
first full year since 1881 without a 
single national bank failure ended 
last night, the office of J. F. T. 
O’Connor, Comptroller of the Cur- 


rency, reported. 

For the previous year, ending Oct. 
1, 1935, there were four national 
bank failures. There are now 5384 
national banks. 

Since the 1933 banking holiday, 
the Comptroller’s office reported, 
there have been 295 bank failures, 
of which eight were national banks 
‘and 287 state banks. Five of tne 
national banks and 114 of the state 
banks had Federal deposit insur- 
ance. Since Jan, 1, 1934, when de- 
posit insurance went into effect, 
five national banks and 117 state 
banks have failed. All the national 
banks and 61 of the state banks 
were insured, officials said.

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TREASURY RECEIPTS RISE, 
EXPENDITURES DECREASE

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2. — The 
month-end Treasury statement to- 
day showed receipts for the three 


months of the fiscal year started 
July 1. were $137,451,212 above 
those for the co ponding 1935 
period. Receipts were listed at $1,- 
135,915,677 and $998,464,465 for the 
1936 and 1935 periods, respectively. 
Expenditures were down $169,- 
686,467, the totals being $1,660,799,- 
764 and $1,830,486,231 for the re- 
spective periods. 

For September, receipts were 
listed at $499,013,551, compared 
with $420,810,825 in September, 
1935. Expenditures were $674,152,- 
303 and $581,019,818.45 for the re- 
spective months. 

Income tax receipts were set at 
$350,641,731 for the first three 
months of this fiscal year com- 
pared with $277,849,826 for the 
corresponding period last year. For 
last month, these receipts were 
$288,451,496, compared with $230,- 
610,620 for the corresponding month 
a year ago. 

Recovery and relief expenditures 
this year were $601,742,951, com- 
pared with $880,682,445 in the com- 
parable period last year, while gen- 
eral expenditures were $1,059,056,- 
831 and $949,803,786, respectively.

STORY OF BRUTALITY 


Engineers Flogged and Exiled, 
Driven Into Cold by Tyrant 
Later Jailed. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Oct. 2—A -story of 
brutality in the far North came 
back to Moscow today from Arctic 
Mariners sailing to open seas be- 
fore the long polar night sets in. 

At Nordvick Bay, site of the 
Soviet’s new far northern _ salt 
mines, adventurous engineers 
braved the rigors of the Tamir 
Peninsular, northermost tip of con- 
tinental Russia, in a search for oil. 
Later Chief-of-Colony Kozloff, his 
assistant, Zaharoff, and Engineer 
Lyzhin came to supersede them, 

The three charged their predeces- 
sors were plotting sabotage against 
the Government, inefficiency and 
waste, flogged them severely and 
exiled them to an outpost colony 
200 miles away. 

With their strength ebbing, the 
group of engineers were forced to 
start plodding through bitter 
weather. Unable to make headway 
against Arctic storms they turned 
back to Nordvick, where they 
were rearrested. 

Although emaciated from starva- 
tion and sickness they were 
ordered to resume their march into 
exile and, when they faltered, 
were thrown bodily on sledges for 
the long trip over the snow fields. 

A Government investigator, 
called north by the reports, cleared 
the accused engineers of plotting 
against the Government, arrested 
the three officials of the colony 
and jailed them. 


BILL TO SPREAD CITY RELIEF 
FUNDS OVER THREE MONTHS 


Alderman Schweppe Offers Meas- 
ure to Appropriate Remaining 
$606,296 in Bond Money. 

A bill to appropriate the remain- 
ing $606,296 in the ¢giy's_ relief 
bond issue fund and spread the 
expenditure over the next three 
months was introduced today by 
Alderman Joseph B. Schweppe 
when the Board of Aldermen met 
for its first session since June. 

The bill, drafted by Budget Di- 
rector Arthur C. Meyers, would 
appropriate $147,000 for each of the 
last three months of the year and 
would set up $165,000 as an emer- 
gency fund which could be drawn 
on as needed by the St. Louis Re- 
lief Committee, 

W. C. Connett, chairman of the 
committee, has favored an appro- 
priation which would permit ex- 
penditure of the entire $606,000 as 
needed and his estimate was that 
the money would last only until 
Dec. 1. 

Alderman Michael J. Scott intro- 
duced a bill for a supplementary 
appropriation of $42,000 for the 
Park Department to increase the 
employment of laborers. At pres- 
ent, he said, park department la- 
borers are working only 14 days 
@ month. They are paid $3 and 
$3.50 a day, he said, so that their 
monthly earnings are less than 
those employed on WPA jobs.

It appeared from the returns that 
364 Democratic and 34 Republican 
ballots had been counted.

The 34 Republican 
votes, in some instances, were cast 
solidly for certain candidates, and 
in other instances there was a 24 
to 10 division.

FLECTION BOARD 
‘WILL INVESTIGATE 


Hiring Employes of Busi- 
ness Houses and Rail Of- 


fices for Further Inquiry 
Next Week. 


Employes of downtown business 
houses and railroad offices are be- 
ing hired by the Board of Election 
Commissioners for an investigation 
next week of the September regis- 
tration in which 429,847 names were 
placed on the poll-books. 

While stating that there would 
be an investigation in addition to 
the canvass made last week by pre- 
cinct clerks, the board has not yet 
defined the scope of its inquiry. 
The persons who applied at the 
Election Board office at 208 South 
Twelfth boulevard for employment 
in the investigation have been re- 
ferred to the board by non-political 
sources. 

More Questioned Voters Heard. 

Meanwhile employes of the board 
are continuing to hear evidence of 
residence proffered by persons 
whom precinct clerks were unable 
to find in their canvass following 
the four-day registration. As will 
be recalled, there were 3684 of 
these, to whom the board sent let- 
ters directing them to furnish such 
proof by 9 o’clock tonight if they 
wished to keep their names on the 
rolls. 

To date, a total of about 1300 of 
the letters has been returned by 
the postoffice with the notation 
that the addressees could not be 
found, a circumstance which has 
been interpreted as _ indicating 
there was padding of at least that 
extent in the registration. 

670 Voters Accepted. 

Up to last night 873 recipients 
of the letters had presented them- 
selves at the Election Board office 
and 15 were waiting this morning 
when the doors opened. Of the 
873, a total of 670 was certified as 
eligible to vote after presenting 
evidence of residence such as util- 
ities bills and rent receipts. In 
the remaining cases, some were 
definitely rejected while decision 
in other cases was deferred. Many 
of the latter involved cases _ in 
which there was doubt whether 
naturalization proceedings had 
been completed, 

A total of 277 presented them- 
selves yesterday and 186 were ap- 
proved as eligible to vote. In 15 
cases it was decided to strike the 
names from the rolls. Decision in 
10 cases was deferred because of 
naturalization considerations and in 
66 other cases by miscellaneous con- 
siderations.

Tavern and Shot Down 
—Brother Intended Vic- 
tim, Police Think. 


One man was killed and another 
seriously wounded early today by a 
fusillade of bullets which came 
from an automobile parked in front 
of a tavern at 225 Missouri avenue, 
East St. Louis, and which East St. 
Louis police think was intended for 
a third man. 

The man killed was Walter 
Welch, 44-year-old transient, who 
was walking past the door of the 
tavern when an occupant of the 
automobile opened fire as Ernest 
Tharp stepped from the saloon in 
response to a request from one of 
the motorists. Wounded twice ‘in 
the right arm and once in the right 
side of the chest, Welch died at St. 
Mary’s Hospital at 3 a. m., several 
hours after the shooting. 

Tharp, 22 years old, a. barber, 
was shot in the abdomen. He, too, 
was taken to St. Mary’s Hospital, 
where he underwent an operation 
for removal of the bullet. 


Brother Left Earlier. ‘ 


Police were inclined to the theory 
that the bullets were intended for 
Tharp’s 19-year-old brother, James. 
The proprietor of the tavern, Dan 
Niemeyer, who was outside his 
place when the car drew to the 
curb, told policemen one of the 
men in the machine said, “Call 
Tharp out—we want to talk to 
him.” James Tharp had left the 
tavern by the back door several 
hours earlier when, as he informed 
police, he heard “some men were 
looking for” him. 

On information that two certain 
women were in the automobile, po- 
lice took into custody for question- 
ing a woman who said she was 
Mrs. Billie Butler, 328 Illinois ave- 
nue, East St. Louis. She said, ac- 
cording to police, that a relative 
of the other woman had a “grudge” 
against James Tharp. 

Police obtained the license num- 
ber of .the automobile, registered 
in Missouri, and began a search for 
the owner, said to reside in St. 
Louis, and for one of his com- 
panions said to reside in Clayton. 

Five Shots Fired. 

Niemeyer said five shots were 
fired from the automobile, which 
was faced west on Missouri ave- 
nue. The driver, he said, then 
made a U-turn in the middle of 
the block. The right front tire 
struck a curb and was blown out, 
he said, but the machine continued 
on

ADMITS TWO HOLDUP 


Arrested Soon After Secong 
Robbery in Four Days 
at Same Place. 


A holdup man who robbed the 
White Castle hamburger stand at 
509 DeBaliviere avenue of $10 Tues< 
day morning, and returned again 
early today to take $15 more front 
the night manager, was arrested at 
2:15 a. m. today by three detec- 
tives in a police cruiser and ad- 
mitted committing both robberies,

At Grand boulevard and Chou- 
teau avenue they stopped such an 
automobile and when they found a 
revolver under the driver’s seat ar- 
rested the driver, who was identi- 
fied by Steckenreider as the rob- 
ber. 

The driver readily admitted com- 
mission of the robberies after the 
identification. He said he was 
Reginald Hamilton, 32 years old, 
4872 Sacramento avenue. He had 
been a milk wagon. driver for five 
years, he said, but had quit his job 
a year ago to become a night 
watchman in the Grand-Chouteau 
district, drawing his revenue from 
the voluntary offerings of business 
men and residents. 

“As hard as I worked,” he con- 
tinued, “I could never make more 
than $30 a month, so I turned in 
my badge about a month ago. Tuese 
day morning I stopped at the ham- 
burger stand for a cup of coffee 
and it looked so easy for a holdup 
that I went back 10 minutes later 
and robbed it. It was so easy then 
that I went back again this morn- 
ing.”

“Bear in mind that nobody escapes 
that. You come ready for your 
share of it tomorrow morning. The

Quotes Roosevelt. 

“Tet-us see what we should 
really be. The President was speak- 
ing at Rollins College in Florida on

‘Your neighbor,’ this is what he 
said: ‘The good neighbor is not 
just the man who lives next door 
to you. The objective includes the 
relationship of your family to his. 
It extends to all the people who live 
f™ the same block. It spreads to 
all of the people who live in the 
same state, and most important of 
all to the future of our nation, it 
must and shall extend to all our 
neighbors. To our fellow citizens 
in all states and in all regions 
which make up the nation.’ 

“That is a beautiful sentiment of 
brotherly love. That promotes the 
natural instinct of love of neigh- 
bor, but when the President report- 
ed to Congress on the state of the 
nation as he is required to do by 
the Constitution he had some dif- 
ferent things to say about his 
neighbors in the nation, and in the 
course of his long report on the 
state of the union he used the fol- 
lowing: ‘Hatred of entrenched, un- 
scrupulous money-changers. Their 
own stubborness and their own in- 
competence could hardly cloak the 
enslavers of the public malefaction 
that is being spread. I am confi- 
dent that Congress is ready and 
willing to wage increasing warfare.’ 

What Gen. Johnson Said. 

“There is a neighborly spirit for 
you. Well, I don’t want to give my 
opinion about it. If I can get an 
opinion that suits the situation bet- 
ter, I think I ought to give it to 
you. So I will give you the opinion 
of Gen. Johnson.

No Business Associates. 
“Another one of the powerful 
arguments that was made in de- 
fense of the New Deal’s position 
against my Washington speech was 
my business associates.

In the true sense 
of the word, I have no business 
associates, and by that I mean that 
I am not éngaged with anybody 
in any business where any of it 
comes to me. I am a salaried man. 
I have néver been anything else. 
I am working for a salary. And 
there isn’t any difference between 
me and any other salaried em- 
ploye. 
“Let’s see how that comes. After 

I left Albany the first time, I came 
down here to New York. I had 
no means. I had to go to work. 
I left Albany on the first of Jan- 
uary, and I was working on the 
second. I had no money to start 
a business. I had no profession 
because I didn’t have enough early 
education to equip met for any 
kind of profesison. I didn’t have 
a rich aunt or a rich uncle to take 
care of me. I certainly didn’t 
know anything about farming, and 
even if I did, I didn’t have the 
farm. 

“And outside of that period of 
time that I lived in the executive 
mansion in Albany, I spent my 
whole lifetime on the waterfront 
of New York and I couldn't even 
be a good sailor because I get sea- 
sick too easily. 

Makes No Apology. 

“The same thing occurred in 

1928 when I returned to New York. 
Well, of course, I met men of 
means. I didn’t have to wait until 
I came down to New York to meet 
them. I met them while I was in 
Albany, and they are only paying 
me what they think I am worth. 
I don’t know anybody giving any- 
thing away. But let me say this 
for the benefit of the New Deal 
critic: Every decision that I ever 
had to make in my _ executive 
capacity has been made in the in- 
terest of the men that were work- 
ing under me. 
“Of course, I make no apology 
for being in business. There is 
nothing dishonoroble: about busi- 
ness, whether it be large or whether 
it be smal, or about business men, 
whether they be big or whether

Recalls New York Method. 
“The President was speaking in 
Syracuse at the State convention, 
and he spoke about the reéord at 
Albany. He is right. I battled 
as hard as a man could possibly 
for the factory’ laws, for work- 
men’s compensation, for the child 
welfare’ bill. I went around the 
State of New York and just took 
pounds off myself talking in favor 
of them before every audience that 
I could bring within reach of my 
voice.

that he sald were on the ‘must list.’ 
That is something Congress must 
do.

Our 
Representatives, the people who 
ate speaking for us, are told what 
they must do. If the AAA, NRA, 
the Guffey Coal Bill, the Bankhead 
Cotton Act, the Hot Oil bill, and the 
rest of the unconstitutional enact- 
ments were good—if they were 
—why is it that the New Deal didn’t 
submit an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States, so 
that they could be legally and prop- 
erly enacted. ane 

“T ask the question, and I wil 
answer it myself. The answer to 
that question is that the New Deal 
was entirely unwilling to meet the 
issue of states rights. They pre- 
ferred to go up a dark alley and do 
it under cover, and do it in spite 
of and not with the consent of the 
people’s Constitution. 

“Just a little passing reference for 
the record before I leave this ques- 
tion of business associates. Let 
me remind the enthusiastic spokes- 
men for the New Deal that they 
‘find it very convenient to forget 
that the present chief executive, 
whenever he earned a dollar out- 
side of his public salary, he earned 
it as a lawyer and as a corporation 
executive in the Wall Street dis- 
trict. 

Denies He *Has Grudge. 

“There is another great answer. 
It makes a great hit. It has to be 
more or less whispered and the 
whisperers say ‘Al has a grudge.’ 
Nothing could be as stupid, nor 
nothing could be ag silly as that. 
I have no grudge against the na- 
tional administration or anybody 
connected. with it. My fault with 
them is that they have betrayed 
the party. They fooled me and they 
fooled the millions of Democrats 
that I suggested should vote for 
them. 

“As far as the President himself 
is concerned, why, certainly I en- 
tertain no grudge or.no ill feeling. 
I supported him every time he was 
a candidate. He didn’t always sup- 
port me; but I don’t feel bad about 
that. I appointed him to the posi- 
tion in my official family while I 
was Governor, and I insisted upon 
his nomination at Rochester in 
1928 over the protest of practically 
every leader of the party. 

“Tl was with him in ’30, I placed 
him in nomination at the Syracuse 
convention, although I was not a 
delegate.

Why, as a mat- 
ter of fact, I couldn’t afford to take 
a position in the Cabinet. I couldn't 
live in Washington and give all 
my time at the salary that a Cab- 
inet office pays, but there is one 
thing that I could have done, and 
one thing that I always stood ready 
to do, and would not have hindered 
a moment of my business time. I 
was always ready to give advice. 
But I was never asked for it: 

“The fact of the matter is, I only 
saw the President once since the 
day he was inaugurated. He asked 
me two questions. He asked me 
what I thought of the appointment 
of: Jimmy Hoey. .I told him I 
thought it was a good appoint- 
ment, that Mr. Hoey was a friend 
of mine, and he is an upstanding 
citizen.

“While we are on the subject of 
grudges, let me talk to you about

“I could mention dozens of oth- 
ers, but these are key men. These 
are the men who sit around the 
table for the fixation of national 
policy, and I don’t think one of 
them ever read the Democratic 
platform. 
“Why, I don’t have to tell it to 
you. You know it as well as I 
do. When this administration came 
into power on the fourth of March, 
1933, the whole country was with 
them. 
‘Sitting on Top of Karth.’ 
“The President of the United 
States was the Count of Monte 
Cristo. He was sitting pretty on 
top of the earth and the world 
belonged to him.

The refusal of Morris Londe, 
partner in the bankrupt Pearl Gar- 


yesterday in Bankruptcy Court, on 
the ground that his answers might 
tend to incriminate him, left at- 
torneys for the creditors and the 
receiver without an adequate ex- 
planation of the disposal of $50,- 
000 of the company’s money, which 


withdrawn from the assets of the 
firm for “other than business 
reasons.” 

The question was raised, how- 
ever, whether Morris was entitled 
to stand on his constitutional right 
in view of the fact that he had 
testified freely at previous hear- 
ings concerning the affairs of his 
company, and had refused to 
answer only those questions re- 
lating to the spending of money to 
obtain a parole for hig brother, 
Isadore, former Egan gangster, 
from the Michigan State penitenti- 
ary. 
Just before he was called to the 
stand, Mrs. Gertrude Rubin, 6145 
Delmar boulevard, produced can- 
celed checks, which, she said, rep- 
resented payments to Morris 
Londe for cloth and furs he had 
obtained for her early in August. 
When Morris was called as a wit- 
ness, he was asked by B. H. Liber- 
man, of counsel for the receiver, if 
he had received the money from 
Mrs. Rubin. 


“I refuse to answer because I’ve 
been arrested on a charge of con- 
cealing assets, and it might tend 
to incriminate me,” he replied, 


Insists on Answer. 


Liberman told Referee John A, 
Hope that he would insist on an 
answer from the witness, as_ the 
question related only to the con- 
duct of his business, to which he 
had testified before. He contended 
that Morris previously had stood on 
his constitutional right only when 
questioned about the reported pay- 
ment for Isadore’s parole, and had, 
therefore, waived his right tp re- 
fuse to answer other inquries. 

Morris G. Levinson, attorney for 
the witness, stated the witness had 
the right to refuse to answer any 
question which he felt might tend 
to incriminate him. After brief 
argument by counsel, it was decided 
they should supply Referee Hope 
with authorities for a ruling when 
the hearing is resumed Oct. 14. 

Louis Londe, a brother and part- 
ner in the business, also refused to 
answer questions at the hearing 
Monday, on the same ground. His 
refusal to testify was not con- 
contested. 


Mrs. Anna Londe, mother of the 
brothers, was examined again, and 
repeated her previous testimony 
that she was not a partner in the 
firm, had no claim against the com- 
pany, and that her sons did not 
owe her any money. She was weep- 
ing as she left the stand. 


Merchant Testifies. 


Sam Weiner, dry goods merchant 
at 616 South Broadway, testified 
about dealings he had with Louis 
Londe shortly before the involun- 
tary petition in bankruptcy was 
filed against the garment firm, He 
said Louis called him Aug. 12 and 
told him he had some merchandise 
that he wanted to sell at bargain 
prices. Louis told him he was giv- 
ing up the jobbers line, Weiner 
said, and wanted to know if he was 
in a position to buy all his stock. 

The witness said he told Louis he 
did not want to buy all of his stock, 
as he did not have room for it in 
his store. Weiner said he purchased 
a large number of women’s coats 
below the usual price, including 385 
coats which usually sold for $8 
which he purchased for $6. 


Sale of Stocks. 


Ralph J. Kunz, chief clerk for 

A. G. Edwards & Sons, brokers, 
testified that Morris and Louis 
Londe had sold $18,456 worth of 
stocks during June and July. He 
said they received cash from the 
brokerage firm. The brothers’ 
trading account was opened in 
July, 1933, he said. 
Morris Londe, after refusing to 
answer questions at a hearing 
Sept, 21 concerning a payment of 
money to obtain a parole for Isa- 
dore, changed his story the follow- 
ing day and said the $50,000 with- 
drawn from the firm had been 
given to Louis on the latter's rep- 
resentation that it was to pay for 
Isadore’s parole under compulsion 
of some kind that made him fear 
for his life if the money was not 
paid, He said Louis had confessed 
to him the night before that he had 
not used the money for the parole, 
but had spent it in gambling.

ed After Conferences | 


With Business Interests 
and Community Council. 


A bill aimed at professional pro- 
moters of “charitable . organiza- 
tions” which are operated chiefly 
for the profit ofthe promoters was 
introduced in the Board of Alder- 
men today by Alderman L. E. 
Couplin. The bill would create a 
Charity Solicitations Commission 
from which all who seek contribu- 
tions from the public would be re- 
quired to obtain licenses. 

Licenses would not be. issued if 
the cost of raising funds exceeded 
25 per cent of the total contribu- 
tions. This provision, sponsors of 
the measure assert, would put the 
professional promoters of “chari- 
table” affairs out of business, as 


they cannot operate on that mar- 
gin. 
The bill was drafted as a result 
of conferences in which representa- 
tives of the Community Council, 
Better Business Bureau, Chamber 
of Commerce and Associated Re- 
tailers, participated. It was based, 
in part, on similar ordinances 
which have been enacted in other 
cities, including Cincinnati, In- 
dianapolis, Oklahoma City and 
others. 
$200,000 Annual Take, 

Professional promoters, operat- 
ing chiefly through telephone 
solicitation, annually obtain at 
least $200,000 in contributions from 
St. Louisans, and take the lion's 
share of the contributions for 
themselves, sponsors of the bill 
estimate. 

The proposed commission would 
consist of the Chief of Police, the 
Director of Public Welfare, and 
three citizens appointed by the 
Mayor, one to be approved by the 
Chamber of Commerce, one by the 
Associated Retailers, and one by the 
Better Business Bureau. Members 
would serve without pay. 

The commission would require ap- 
plicants for licenses to make sworn 
statements setting out the name of 
the organization which would re- 
ceive the contributions, its officers, 
financial structure, purposes and 
the expense of raising the funds 
sought. If, after investigation, the 
commission should find that the 
solicitation would be for a bona fide 
charitable, religious, patriotic or 
philanthropic purpose, that the so- 
licitation would be solely for financ- 
ing such causes, and that the cost 
of raising money would not be more 
than 25 per cent of the total con- 
tributed, the commission would au- 
thorize the Director of Public Wel- 
fare to issue a license. Licenses 
would cost $3 each and facsimile 
copies, which all solicitors would be 
required to possess, would be issued 
for 1 cent each. The licenses would 
be good for three months. 

Churches to Be Exempt. 

Churches and other organizations 
not operated for profit, where no 
part of the funds contributed would 
be paid to any person, would be ex- 
empt from provisions of the or- 
dinance. 

The commission would have no 
authority to judge the merits of 
any appeal for contributions. It 
would be required to issue licenses 
to all who met requirements, what- 
ever the proposed cause for which 
the contributions would be expend- 
ed. 

Violation of the ordinance would 
be punishable by a fine of from 
$25 to $500.

SMALL AUTOGYRO LANDED © 
IN HEART OF WASHINGTON 


Descends on Lawn in Front of Com- 
merce rtment, for Which 
It Was Developed, 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2. — A’ red 
autogyro was landed on a small plot 
of ground in the heart of Washing- 
ton today for delivery to the -De- 
partment of Commerce. 

The plane, manufactured by the 
Autogiro Company of America, 
Philadelphia, is designed for travel 
on highways’as well as in the air. 

Piloted by James G. Ray, vice- 
president of the company, the two- 
place plane settled down on the 
one-and-a-half-acre plot of grass in 
front of the Commerce Department. 
It moved only about 20 feet after 
striking the ground. 

Powered with a small automobile 
motor, the plane’s “road-ability” is 
derived from a mechanism enabling 
the pilot to shift gears and connect 
the motor with a small wheel at 
the rear of the ship. 

For travel on highways, the long 
rotor blades which whirl over the 
ship in flight are folded back to 
the tail. 

After the ship had landed today, 
it was accepted by Eugene Vidal, 
head of the Air Commerce Bureau, 
and went scooting through the 
streets to the front entrance of the 
Commerce Department.

When the new management came 
to Washington, we began to make 
our plans—plans to meet the imme- 
diate crisis—and plans that would 
carry the people of the country 
back to decent prosperity. 

We saw the millions out of work, 
the business concerns running in 
red, the banks closing, our national 
income had declined over 50 per 
cent—and, what was worse, it 
showed no prospect of recuperat- 
ing by itself, By national income 
I mean the total of all income of 
all the 125,000,000 people in this 
country—the total of all the pay 
envelopes, all the farm sales, all 
the profits of all the businesses, of 
all the individuals and corporations 
in America. 

During the four lean, years before 
this administration took office, that 
national income had declined from 
eighty-one billions a year to thirty- 
eight billions a year—in short, you 
and I—all of us together—were 
making forty-three billion dollars 
less in 1932 than we made in 1929. 

Now, the rise and fall of national 
income—since it tells the story of 
how much you and I and everybody 
else are making—is an index of the 
rise and fall of national prosperity. 
It is also an index of the prosperity 
of the Government. The money to 
run the Government comes from 
taxes; and the tax revenue in turn 
depends for its size on the size of 
the national income. When incomes 
and values and transactions are on 
the down-grade, then tax receipts 
go on the down-grade, too. 

If the national income continues 
to decline then the Government 
cannot run without going into the 
red. The only way to keep a Gov- 
ernment out of the red is to keep 
the people out of the red. We had 
to balance the budget of the Amer- 
ican people before we could balance 
the budget of the National Govern- 
ment. 

That . makes common sense, 
doesn’t it? 

Downward Spiral. 


The box score when the Demo- 
cratic administration came to bat

jmet amount of about eight billion 
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000,000, accumulated in the three 
previous years. 

National income was in a down- 
ward spiral. Federal Government 
revenues were in a downward 
spiral. To pile on the vast new 
taxes would get us nowhere  be- 
cause values were going down. 

On top of having to meet the 
ordinary expenses of Government, 
I recognized the obligation of the 
Federal Government to feed and 
take care of the growing army of 
homeless and destitute unemployed. 

Something had to be done. A na- 
tional choice had to be made. We 
could do one of two things. Some 
people—who sat across my desk in 
those days—urged me to let nature 
take its coyrse, and continue a pol- 
icy of doing nothing. I rejected that 
advice, nature was in an angry 
mood, 

To have accepted this advice 
would have meant a continued wip- 
ing out of people of small means— 
the continued loss of their homes 
and farms and small businesses 
into the hands of people who still 
had enough capital left to pick up 
those homes and farms and busi- 
nesses at bankruptcy prices. 

It .would have meant, in a very 
short time, the loss of all the re- 
sources of a multitude of individ- 
uals and families and small corpo- 
rations, You would have seen a 
concentration of property owner- 
ship in the hands of one or two per 
cent of the population, a concen- 
tration unequaled in any great na- 
tion since the days of the later 
Roman empire, 

Protecting the Little Fellow. 

And so the program of this ad- 
ministration has protected the 
small business, the small corpora- 
tion, the small shop from the wave 
of deflation which threatened them. 

We realized then, as we do now, 
that the vast army of small busi- 
ness men, factory owners and shop 
owners form the backbone — to- 
gether with our farmers and work- 
ers—of the industrial life of Amer- 
ica, In our long-range plan we 
recognized that the prosperity of 
America depended upon, and would 
continue to depend upon, the pros- 
perity of them all. 

I rejected that advice for an ad- 
ditional reason. I had promised, 
and my administration was de- 
termined, to keep the people of the 
United States from starvation. 

I refused to leave human needs 
solely in the hands of local com- 
munities—local communities which 
themselves were almost bankrupt. 

To have accepted that advice 
would have been to offer breadlines 
again to the American people, 
knowing this time that in many 
places the lines would last far 
longer than the bread. In those 
dark days, between us and a bal- 
anced budget, stood millions of 
needy Americans, denied the prom- 
ise of an American life. 

To balance our budget in 1933 or 
1934 or 1935 would have been a 
crime against the American peo- 
ple. To do so we would either 
have had to make a capital levy 
that would have been confiscatory, 
or we would have had to set our 
face against human suffering with 
callous indifference... When Amer- 
icans suffered, we refused to pass 
by on the other side. Humanity 
came first. 

Something Had to Be Done. 

No one lightly lays a burden on 
the income of a nation. But this 
vicious tightening circle of our de- 
clining national income simply had 
to be broken. The bankers and the 
industrialists of the nation. cried 
aloud that private business was 
powerless to break it. They turned, 
as they had a right to turn, to the 
Government. We accepted the final 
responsibility of Government, after 
all else had failed, to spend money 


when no one else had money left | 


to spend. 

I adopted, therefore, the other 
alternative. I cast aside a do-noth- 
ing or a wait-and-see policy. 

As a first step in our program 
we had to stop the quick spiral of 
delation and decline in the national 


income. Having stopped them, we/ 
went on to restore purchasing | 


power, to raise values, and to start 
the national income upward. 
In 19383 we reversed the policy 


the first time since the depression 
you had a Congress and an admin- 
istration in Washington which had 
the courage to provide the neces- 
sary resources which private in- 
terests no longer had or no longer 
dared to risk. 

This cost money. We knew in 
March, 1933, that it would cost 
money. We knew that it would 
cost money for several years to 
come. 

The people themselves understood 
that in 1933. They understood it 
in 1934 when they gave the admin- 
istration a full indorsement of its 
policy. They knew in 1935, and 
they know in ‘1936, that the plan 
is working. 

Counting the Cost. 

Now let us look at the cost. 
Since we could not get the money 
by taxes we borrowed it, and in- 
creased the public debt. 

President Hoover's administra- 
tion increased the national debt in 
the net amount of over three 
billion dollars in three depression 
years and there was little to show 
for it. My administration has in- 
creased the national debt in the 


dollars and there is much to show 


for it. 
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out hereon the scoreboard and let 
me tell you where the dollars 
went, 

Over a billion and a half went 
for the payment of the world war 
veterans’ bonus this year instead 
of in 1945, That payment is now 
out of the way, and is no longer 
a future obligation of the Govern- 
ment. 

As for the other six and a half 
billions of the deficit, we didn't 
just spend money—vwe spent it for 
something. America got something 
for what we spent—conservation of 
Human resources through CCC 
camps and work relief; conserva- 
tion of natural resources of water, 
soil and forest; billions for security 
and a betterlife. While many who 
criticise today were selling Amer- 
ica short, we were investing in the 
future of America. 

Contrast these expenditures and 
what we got for them with cer- 
tain other expenditures of the 
American people in the years be- 
tween 1920 and 1930. During that 
period not merely eight billions 
but many more billions came out 
of American pockets and were 
sent abroad—to foreign countries 
where the money was used for in- 
creasing foreign armaments, for 
building foreign factories to com- 
pete with us, for building foreign 
model dwellings, swimming pools 
and slaughter houses, for giving 
employment to the foreign unem- 
ployed—foreign boondoggling, if 
you will, 

Those dollars were just as good 
American money—just as hard- 
earned—just as much the reward 
of our thrift—as the dollars we 
have spent at home giving work 
to the unemployed. Most of those 
dollars sent abroad are gone for 
good, Those billions, lost to us 
under previous administrations, do 
not include the other billions 
loaned by the United States to for- 
eign governments during and im- 
mediately after the war. 


A Sounder Investment? *° 

I ask you the simple question: 
Hasn't it been a sounder invest- 
ment for us during these past 
three years to spend eight billions 
for American industry, American 
farms, American homes and the 
care of American citizens? 

I have used the figure of eight 
billion dollars as representing the 
net increase in our national debt. 
Immediately people will rush into 
print or run to the microphone to 
tell you that my arithmetic is all 
wrong. They will tell you that the 
increase in the national debt is 
thirteen billions instead of eight. 
That is technically and morally 
just as correct as if someone were 
to try to.scare you about the’ con- 
dition of your bank by telling you 
of its liabilities and not telling you 
of its assets. 

That is technically and morally 
just as correct as telling you good 
people here in ‘Pennsylvania that 
none of your bank deposits or in- 
surance policies are sound. 

When you are told that the United 
States Treasury has 13 billions 
more of liabilities than it had in 
1933, you should also be told that 
it has six billion dollars of increased 
assets to set off against these lia- 
bilities. 

In three years our net national 
debt has increased eight billion dol- 
lars. But in two years of the late 


and the future of America were in- 


and the future of America were in- 
volved in 1933. Don't you believe 
that the saving of America has 
been cheap at that price? It was 
more than defe t was more 
than rescue. It was an investmerit 
in the future of America. 

And, incidentally, tonight is an 
anniversary in the affairs of our 
Government which I wish to cele- 
brate with you and the American 
people, It is Oct. 1, and it marks 
the end of a whole year in which 
there has been not a single nation- 
al bank failure in the United States. 
It has been 55 years since that kind 
of a record has been established. 
You and I can take this occasion to 
rejoice in that record. It is proof 
that the program has worked. 


Now and Four Years Ago. 

Compare the score board which 
you have in Pittsburgh now with 
the score board. which you had 
when I stood here at second base 
in this field four years ago. At 
that time, as I drove through these 
great valleys, I could see mile aft- 
er mile of this greatest mill and 
factory area in the world, a dead 
panorama of silent black structures 
and smokeless stacks. I saw idle- 
ness and hunger instead of the 
whirl of machinery. ay, as I 
came north from West Virginia, I 
saw mines operating, I found bustle 
and life, the hiss of steam, the ring 
of steel on steel—the roaring song 
of industry. 


And now a word as-to this fool- 
ish fear about the crushing load 
the debt will impose upon your chil- 
dren and mine. This debt is not go- 
ing to be paid by oppressive tax- 
ation on future generations. It is 
not going to be paid by taking away 
the hard won savings of the pres- 
ent generation. 

It is going to be paid out of an 
increased national income and in- 
creased individual income produced 
by increasing national prosperity. 

The deficit of the national Gov- 

ernment has been steadily declin- 
ing for three years’ running, al- 
though technically, this year it did 
not decline, because we paid the 
bonus this year instead of in 1945. 
Without the bonus the deficit would 
have declined this year. 
The truth is that we are doing 
better than we anticipated in 1933. 
The national income has gone up 
faster than we dared then to hope. 
Deficits have been less than we 
expected. Treasury receipts are in- 
creasing. 


The national income was 38 bil- 
lions in 1932. In 1935 it was 53 
billions and this year it will be well 
over 60 billions. If it keeps on ris- 
ing at the present rate, as I am 
confident that it will—the receipts 
within a year or two, be sufficient 
to care for all ordinary and relief 
expenses of the Gove®Mmment—in 
other words, to balance the annual 
budget. 

The Government of this great 
nation, solvent, sound in credit, is 
coming through a crisis as grave 
as war without having sacrificed 
American democracy or the ideals 
of American life.

HOPES TO RAISE 
AT LEAST $40,000 


Union Men and Temporary 
Workers Generally Do 
Not Feel Obliged to 
Comply With Request. 


City employes of all grades and 
ranks, in the next few days, will re- 
ceive “suggestions” that they do- 
nate 1 per cent of their annual sal- 
aries to the treasury of the Demo- 
cratic City Committee, for cam- 
paign use. e 

The first “suggestion” came from 
Joseph ,J. Mestres, Park Commis- 
sioner and Seventh Ward member 
of the committee, who is also its 
treasurer. ‘He made it to the di- 
rectors heading city departments, 
who get $8000 a year and would 
give $80 each under his plan, and 
some of the commissioners under 
them, who would be called upon 
for $60 from a $6000 salary. 

They are to pass it on to the 
employes, to many of whom it will 
mean taking, $15 or $18, at the 
next pay day, out of checks for 
$125 or $150 a month. 

The city payroll, exclusive of the 
Police Department, amounts to 
$11,769,000, so that a 1 per cent 
levy, if it could be appliey every- 
where, would be $117,690. But it 
will not be applied everywhere. 
Employes belonging to labor 
unions do not usually accept “sug- 
gestions” as to political contribu- 
tions. Transient or temporary 
work makes up a considerable 
part of the annual total, and little 


can be obtained from such work-/|? 


ers. 

The Republicans, when similarly 
in control of the city government, 
usedto raise $50,000 or more in 
presidential years by a similar sys- 
tem of 1 per cent “voluntary” con- 
tributions. Both parties have used 
much the same system, and both, 
since the adoption of the 1914 
Charter, have laid stress on the 
“voluntary” nature of the gifts. 
The Charter prohibits assessing 
city employes for political pur- 
poses. Under the Charter, how- 
ever, as before its adoption, and 
as in many places of private em- 
ployment, a suggestion from the 
boss sounds to thé average em- 
ploye much like a command. 

Treasurer Mestres, asked today 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter how 
much he expected to raise by the 
1 per cent method, said he did not 
know, but that $40,000 was the very 
least the city committee would 
need. He said the committee ex- 
pected money from some other 
sources, but did not specify these 
sources. The party national and 
State committees usually mage 
their appeals to corporations, Mrms 
and individuals not on public pay- 
rolis. The State Committee usu- 
ally assesses State employes. 

About 5000 city employes pay 
monthly 1 per cent of their salaries 
to a Welfare Association, from 
which they receive burial insurance 
of $250,' and some other benefits. 
Many also subscribe 1 per cent of 
their pay to United Relief ,and 
solicitationsfor other charities and 
miscellaneous objects are frequent 
incity offices. To these, at elec- 
tion time, the demand of the party 
committee is added.

CHANGES IN MISSOUR 
PROBATE LAWS URGED 


McCune. Gill Speaks at Annual 
Session of State Judges’ 
Association. 


A plan to place pensions for the 
blind, along with old-age assistance 
and relief, under the jurisdiction of 
a State department of public wel- 
fare was opposed by Mrs. Mary Ry- 
der, executive director of the Mis- 
souri Commission for the Blind, in 
an address yesterday before the 
Missouri State Association of Pro- 
bate Judges at its twenty-first an- 
nual session at Hotel Jefferson. 
Forty judges were present out of 
a total membership of 115. 

‘ The present system was as eco- 
nomical as possible, employing only 
two investigators to handle about 
1200 applications a year, and with 
the entire cost of administration 
not exceeding $25,000 a year, one- 
half of 1 per cent of the amount dis- 
tributed, she said. There would be 
too much expense under a depart- 
ment of Public welfare, she assert- 
ed, too much delay in handling the 
pensions for the blind if they were 
placed in a class with old-age as- 
sistance and relief, and the system 
would “pauperize” the recipient of 
the blind pension, something never 
intended under the present law, 
which allows the blind to help sup- 
port themselves. 

Changes in Laws Urged. 

Several chinges in Missouri pro- 
bate laws were advocated by Mc- 
Cune Gill, vice-president of the 
Title Insurance Corporation, in an 
address this morning. 

Sale of real estate during the ad- 
ministration of an estate in Pro- 
bate Court should be permitted, and 
the court should be given power to 
order the mortgage of property 
which had been owned by a de- 
ceased person if such a mortgage 
should be necessary to renew an 
existing mortgage or to pay for the 
upkeep of the property, he said. 

He favored a recommendation 
of the American Bar Association 
that acts recognizing wills 
exeguted in other states be passed 
in Missouri. The present Missouri 
law requiring that children be 
given a nominal legacy of $1 or be 
otherwise mentioned in a_ will 
should be repealed; the Probate 
Court should be given authority to 
make the final settlement of estates 
final in fact and not subject to be- 
ing reopened; and the court should 
not adjourn for long periods of 
time, but from week to week, so 
that those needing court orders 
need not wait for long periods to 


obtain them, he asserted. 
Question of Procedure. 

Tyrell Williams, professor of law 
at Washington University, spoke 
on the question whether rules of 
court procedure ought to be fixed | 
by the Legislature, as at present, 
or by the Supreme Court.

at regular meetings of a committee 
of judges and lawyers and go into 
effect unless Parliament rejects 
them within 40 days. Starting with 
New Jersey in 1910, where Wood- 
row Wilson, then Governor, ini- 
tiated the reform, six American 
states adopted the English system, 
Prof. Williams explained. 

He said that far more cases were 
decided on technicalities based -on 
court procedure instead of on their 
merits in Missouri than in England 
or New Jersey. Those who advo- 
cate the change in Missouri say 
the State Supreme Court is more 
responsive to the demands of law- 
yers, and can act much more 
quickly than the large and un- 
wieldly State Legislature, which 
meets only once every two years, 
the speaker said. They contend, 
he went on, that although there 
would be some expense for tax- 


payers if the court took jurisdic- |

commission, the saving in money | 


through speedier procedure would | 
be far greater.

Yale, making her seasonal debut, 
is a “mystery” team this year and 
may find the vastly improved big 
red juggernaut too big an obstacle 
to overcome in her first crack at 
competition. 

While Cornell's 74 to 0 drubbing 
of little Alfred may not have been 
as impressive as it sounds, since 
the opposition was not too strong, 
Coach Snavely’s charges displayed 
power both offensively and defen- 
sively—enough of it, anyway, to 
bother most any team. So why not 
Yale? 

The battle between the blue and 
the big red teams is outstanding 
on the Eastern schedule this week- 
end. The other Eastern leaders, 
some of them making their first 
starts for the year, seem to have 
more or less easy games. 

At New York, Jim Crowley’s 
Fordham Rams start off against 
the Franklin and Marshall diplo- 
mats. These diplomats gave Ford- 
ham a tough battle last year and 
may do so again, but Fordham, re- 
ported strong, should win. 

Princeton, Harvard, Army, Penn, 
Boston College, Columbia, Penn 
State and Syracuse are the other 
newcomers to the football scenes 
this week-end. 


Fritz Crisler’s Tigers, despite the 
loss by graduation of most of the 
varsity backfield aces who paced 
the team through an undefeated 
season, are reported as strong, if 
not stronger than last year.

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VANDENBERG ASSAILS 
ROOSEVELT'S RECORD 


Declares He Has Come Nearest 
in 75 Years to Nullifying 
Constitution.

Less openly apparent, but no 
less cumulative in its significance, 
is the record of an administration 
which has oftener collided with

It 
makes no difference whether as- 
saults upon the Philadelphia idea, 
are conscious, sub-conscious or un- 
conscious. Results are what 
count,” 

The Senator said he would “free- 
ly concede that this administration 
gets an everlasting credit mark for 
acknowledging , an increasing 
sense of social responsibility in 
Government,” and “that certain in- 
creased public expenditures were 
necessary and unavoidable.” He 
would distinguish, however, he 
said “between ‘social responsibility’ 
and Socialism,” and discriminate 
“between necessary expenditure 
and sheer waste.”

Brow- 
der, Communist candidate for 
President, returned today from 
Terre Haute, Ind,, where he spent

IN BAR LICENSE SUNT 


Petersen Says He Saw No In- 
decency at Miss Mabel 
Thorpe’s Tavern. 


An Alderman, a radio entertainer 
and the policeman on the beat testi- 


fied in behalf of Miss Mabel Thorpe 
in a hearing before Circuit Judge

Alderman Allan EB. Petersen, 4416 
Page boulevard, as a witness sup- 
ported his colleague’s contention, 
saying he observed no indecency 
during his visits there. John J. 
Hanley, 4319 Washington boulevard, 
who described himself as a dancing 
teacher and radio entertainer, testi- 
fied the entertainment offered by 
Miss Thorpe was “artistic” and that 
her singers were “talented.” The 
policeman, Otto A. Glazer, New- 
stead Avenue Distriet, said the 
place was above reproach and that 
he took his wife there. 

Anderson, taking the stand, said 
Miss Thorpe’s petition did not have 
the required signatures of property 
owners within 200 feet and that, 
even if it had, he wouldn't issue a 
license because she was “not a prop- 
er person” to conduct a tavern and 
that undesirable persons had fre- 
quented a tavern she formerly con- 
ducted nearby. He said the ordi- 
nance permitted him to exercise his 
discretion in the issuance of  Ili- 
censes. 

The hearing was continued -to 
permit Anderson to obtain addi- 
tional witnesses.

Al Smith’s Spank Had Its Own Particular 
Meaning in New York City; Part and - 
Parcel of Republican Campaign Strategy.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2. 

F PORTIONS of Al Smith's 

J-vecen were slightly baffling. to 

me listeners last night, it may 
have been because they were in- 
tended for a particular audience, 
namely, the Democratic party work- 
ers in New York City. It is quite 
possible that he was telling the dis- 
trict leaders and precinct captains 
in Manhattan and Brooklyn why 
they need not tear their shirts for 
the head of the ticket in November. 

That explanation rests on a fa- 
miliar item of Republican strategy, 
which goes like this: To win, Lan- 
don must carry New York State. 
To do that, the normal Democratic 
majority in New York City must be 
cut down. The most direct method 
of accomplishing this is to capital- 
ize on Tammany’s antipathy toward 
Roosevelt—to aggravate the resent- 
ment which has simmered since 
Roosevelt ousted Jimmy Walker 
and has almost come to a boil over 
the intimacy between the adminis- 
tration at Washington and that of 
Fusion Mayor LaGuardia in New 
York. And who is better qualified 
to churn it up than the old idol of 
the Sidewalks of New York? 

That may have been behind Al’s 
insistence that he is still one of the 
boys; that he has not gone high 
hat; that he still has a brown derby; 
that he is merely a man on a salary; 
that he is not a sorehead; that his 
sympathies have not been alienated 
by his association with wealthy 
men. It explains his reproach to 
Roosevelt for not being a “good 
Democrat”;. for appointing Repub- 
licans to his Cabinet, for failing to 
choose his advisers from among 
recognized party leaders. It ex- 
plains his otherwise inexplicable 
criticism of the President for sup- 
porting Norris in Nebraska and La 
Follette in Wisconsin—both of 
whom, incidentally, left the Repub- 
lican party to support Smith for 
President in 1928.

It ‘is simple, and 
has been said a thousand times, but 
the President has found no argu- 
ment more likely to impress voters. 

In the Handbook of Candidates, 
Rule No. 1 reads as follows: “Sim- 
plicity is the secret of successful 

igning.” Simplicity, simplicity 
—always simplicity, and the proof 
of the rule is that it works. Re- 
member “the full dinner pail” and 
“he kept us out of war’? 

The average American voter likes 
his issues straight. Consequently, 
when you start asking him whether 
recovery wouldn’t have come 
quicker without NRA, or whether 
uncertainty over taxes and the 
budget hasn’t discouraged invest- 
ment, or whether relief funds 
couldn’t have been more judiciously 
expended, you risk the danger of 
merely balling him all up and mak- 
ing him mad. And a man who is 
all balled up and mad may answer: 
“All I know, or care, is that I’m 
better off now than I was before.” 

Such a condition cannot but be 
distressing to logicians and purists, 
but there it is, and there is nothing, 
apparently, that they can do about 
it. There is something Mr. Roose- 
velt can do about it, though—he 
can play it for every vote there 
is in it, and will. 


Literary Digest Poll; 
The Hoover Voters. 

AS the Literary Digest’s presi- 
dential poll, which now shows 
Landon far in the lead, gone 
completely haywire? Those who 
say no point to its remarkable rec- 
ord of accuracy in indicating the 
outcome of past elections. They 
recall that campaign managers 
have always been quick to assail 
the poll as inaccurate or unfair 
when their candidates were run- 
ning behind in it, but glad to have 
their accusations forgotten when 

the votes were finally counted. 
This year, however, criticism of 
the poll falls into a new category, 
and comes from new sources. Im- 
analysts are pointing to 


Digest’s own figures. It is this:

What many careful 
analysts do conclude is that the 
method of selection used by the 
Digest this year has, for reasons 
that were not foreseen by the edi- 
tors, resulted in sending a major- 
ity of the ballots to those who 
were in the voting minority in 1932, 
In view of this fact, they said, 
it is not surprising that the | poll 
shows a substantial majority for 
Landon. They would be surprised 
if it showed anything else, since 
it is generally agreed that Landon 
will make a better showing than 
Hoover made in 1932. Everyone 
except Farley concufs in that. 


Same in the States 
and for Electoral Vote. 
OUR years ago the popular 
F vote was 22,821,857 for Roose- 
velt, and 125,761,841 for Hoover, 
Yet, among those who have thus 
far expressed their preference be- 
tween Roosevelt and Landon in the 


Digest poll, 362,955 are recorded as/| 


having voted for Hoover in 1932, 
as against 290,675 for Roosevelt, It 
seems fair to conclude that if these 
same persons, and only’ these 
had been polled prior to the 1932 
election, the result would have in- 
dicated the re-election of Hoover 
by an overwhelming popular ma- 
jority. 

This also holds true as to the 
electoral vote, for this identical 
characteristic is ‘found running 
through the Digest’s poll by States. 
Thirty-one States are represented in 
the Digest’s poll up to this time. In 
17 of these, a majority of the per- 
sons polled by the Digest voted for 
Hoover in 1932. Yet the fact is that 
in the election itself Roosevelt car- 
ried 15 of these 17, some by over- 
whelming majorities.

HIS incongruity is especially no-

In Illinois, among those polled by 
the Digest to date, 10,126 are listed 
as having voted for Hoover and 
6345 for Roosevelt, The actual vote 
in Illinois was: Roosevelt, 1,882,304;

In Ohio, among those polled by 
the Digest to date, 37,549 are listed 
as having voted for Hoover, and 
26,407 for Roosevelt.

Criminal investigation of the 
French social party was ordered by 
Roger Salengro,. minister of the in- 
terior, after leftist charges the new 
political organization was merely a 
veil for activities of the dissolved 
nationalist Croix de Feu league. 

The government issued orders 
prohibiting a mass meeting of mem- 
bers of the social organization 
scheduled for tonight in Paris aft- 
er protests from Communists who 
declared the gathering had been 
called “to mobilize troops.” The 
Communists asserted, if the meet- 
ing were held, they would march 
on it. 

Another social party assembly, 
which had been planned at Rouen 
yesterday, was forbidden by po- 
lice. The members’. thereupon 
moved outside the city where Col. 
Francois De la Rocque, the leader, 
addressed them. 

“We are ready to give our lives 
to prevent Moscow from imposing 
its will upon us,” the party chief- 
tain declared. “Neither menages 
nor pleas can deter us.”

AUSTRIA* INCREASING ARMY 
IN DEFIANCE OF TREATY TERMS 


Galls 8000 Men to Colors for Com- 
‘pulsory Service Despite 
Warnings, ' 

VIENNA, Oct. 2. — Austria, 
backed by a promise of support 
from Premier Mussolini of Italy, 
abrogated the Treaty of St. Ger- 
main yesterday by calling 8000 
youths, 21 years.old, for a period 
of compulsory military service. Aus- 
tria acted in the face of warnings 
that the Little Entente—Czechoslo- 
vakia, Yugoslavia and Rumania— 
would make strenuous protest. 

The action will raise Austria’s 
fighting forces -to at least 50,000 
men in active service, with 50,000 
more in reserve and 100,000 in pri- 
vate armies. Until 1933 the Aus- 
trian army was well under the 30,- 
000 allowed by the Treaty of St. 
Germain. 

Ceremonies and addresses on the 
honor and duty of defending the 
remnants of the once powerful em- 
pire against any eventuality accom- 
panied the moving into barracks 
of the 8000 new soldiérs. Simul- 
taneously, a campaign was started 
for contributions to build up the 
air force, now amounting to about 
200 planes.

TWO CHINESE GET 
DEATH FOR KILLING 


Sentenced in Native Court 
for Murder That Resulted 
in Thousands of Marines 
Landing. 


By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, Oct. 2.—A Chinese 
district court sentenced to death 
today two Chinese for the killing 
of Hideo Nakayama, Japanese 
naval warrant officer. This killing 
last November resulted in Japan 
sending thousands of marines into 
the Hongkew.area. Large crowds 
of Chinese outside the courtroom 
gave vocal evidence of displeasure 
at the .verdict. 

Crowds of Japanese and Chinese 
milled through the. narrow passage- 
ways of Hongkew, Shanghai's “Lit- 
tle Tokio,” where Japanese bayo- 
net squads have ruled under mar- 
tial law since the’ trial started.

Late. yesterday afternoon, the 
Japanese increased their control of 
Hongkew and started their marine 
police into Eastern Chapei, thickly 
populated Chinese district. Chi- 
nese continued evacuation of the 
Chapei district. 

In North China, Japanese resi- 
dents of Tsingtao petitioned the 
headquarters of the Japanese gar- 
rison at Tientsin for additional 
troops to protect nationals there.

Copies received by mail bore this 
subtitle: “A preliminary official 
report on assassinations, abduc- 
tions, incendiarisms and violences 
committed in villages of South 
Spain by Marxist hordes in the 
service of the so-called Madrid 
Government.”

clared. 


This hatred was fomented ‘by au- 
thorities of the Socialist--Commun- 
ist Government, the communica- 
tions asserted, and “is the cause of 
crimes hereafter narrated.” 


The report then detailed inci- 
dents such as the burning of 
churches in various cities in Se- 
ville, Cordoba and Huelva prov- 
inces. It asserted 23 persons had 
been burned alive at Arahal and 
331 others killed in various cities, 
divided as follows: Ten at Cam- 
pillo, 60 at Cazalla, 41 at Guadal- 
canal, 25 at Moron, 41 at Ralma 
Del Rio and 154 at Puente Genil.

For all its fumbling, the New Deal is 
headed in the right direction. Despite the 
superficial similarity in Democratic and Re- 
publiean platforms, the Democrats have 
faced certain basic issues of which the Re- 
publicans are apparently not yet aware. 
They are: 

1. The necessity for a strong Federal 
Government. It is granted that the position 
of the Democrats would be more admirable 
if they could openly advocate a constitu- 
tional amendment. 

2. Low tariffs and international trade. 
Democrats paid lip-service to their old ideal 
in the convention platform, and the récip- 
rocal trade treaties are a definite stép in 
the right direction. Landon, however, is 
vague on the subject of reciprocal trade 
agreements, and the Republican platform 
still clings to the suicidal] policy of a high 
protective tariff. 

3. Technological unemployment. Despite 
the fact that it is.no longer considered fash- 
lonable to discuss this problem, the fact 
remains that during the '20s, even with new 
industries developing rapidly, we reached a 
point where produttion was increasing while 
employment was decreasing. The result: 
unemployment, failure of mass purchasing 
power to keep pace with production. 

At present, it is granted, the New Dealers 
don’t know whether to approach the prob- 
lem through 30-hour-week bills, “yardstick” 
projects, strong labor unions, taxes on 
profits or a revised NRA. They do, how- 
ever, admit that the problem exists, and that 
is a healthier attitude than the palaver 
about “tradition,” the Constitution and the 
“protection of individual enterprise.”

Granting that the emergency 
made it expedient or necessary to 
give favors and subsidies, it is of 
the utmost importance, so it seems 
to many of us, that the habit 
should not become permanently es- 
tablished. For if it becomes the 
accepted practice, American na- 
tional politics will become degrad- 
ed into a struggle of pressure 
groups centering their demands 
upon Washington. Such a central- 
ized scramble for favors always has 
corrupted, and would here corrupt, 
not only the Government but the 
electorate itself. This is the most 
dangerous disease of a demoeracy. 


This is why some of us, though 
we recognize that Mr. Roosevelt has 
achieved great things in many 
fields, have felt that it was a pub- 
lic duty to oppose him in this elec- 
tion. There was no evidence that he 
was sufficiently alive to the danger 
or prepared to resist it. It was 
plain, too, that the pressure to de- 
mand special favors and benefits is 
so powerful that an ordinary parti- 
san administration would be unlike- 
ly to resist it.

JERSEY CITY, N. J., Oct. 2. — 
President Roosevelt declared here 
today the medical profession could 
“rest assured” that the Federal! ad- 
ministration contemplated “no ac- 
tion detrimental” to its interests 
in carrying out the health provi- 
sions of the Social Security Act. 

“The overwhelming majority of 
the doctors of the nation want 
medicine kept out of politics,” he 
asserted, in dedicating the new 
medical building, one of seven sky- 
scraper type structures planned for 
this city’s Medical Center, financed 
in part with public works funds. 

“On occasions in the past at- 
tempts have been made to put 
medicine into politics. Such at- 
tempts have always failed and al- 
ways will fail,” he said, adding: 

“Government, state and national, 
will call upon the doctors of the 
nation for their advice in the days 
to come.” 

Health and Security. 

Mr. Roosevelt said there were 
four provisions of the Social 
Security. Act dealing with health 
and these received the support of 
outstanding doctors during con- 
gressional hearings. 

“The American Medical Associa- 
tion, the American Public Health 
Association and the state and ter- 
ritoria] health officers. conference,” 
he said, “came out in full support 
of the public health provisions. The 
American Child Health Association 
and the Child Welfare League in- 
dorsed the maternal and child 
health provisions.” 

“This in itself,” he added, “as- 
sures that the health plans will be 
carried out in a manner compatible 
with our traditional social and po- 
litical institutions. Let me make 
that point very clear. All states 
and territories are now co-operat- 
ing with the Public Health Service. 
All states except one are co-operat- 
ing in maternal and child health 
service, all states but 10 in service 
to crippled children and all states 
but nine in child welfare.” ’ 

The President said “public sup- 
port” was behind “this program,” 
and added: “But let me stress, in 
addition, that the act contains 
every precaution for inguring the 
continued support and co-operation 
of the medical profession.”

PITTSFORD, Vt., Oct. 2. — Six 
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Members’ Estimate Indicates 
7,000,000, Back at Work 
Since Depression Low. 


By the Acsociated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.— Direc- 
tors of the Chamber of Commerce 
of: the United States were told to- 
day that private employment had 
increased steadily during the sum- 
mer and that at least 7,000,000 had 
been put back to work since the 
low point of the depression. 

In a preliminary outline of its 
activities, John W. O’Leary, chair- 
man of the Chamber’s Committee 
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“Using the material furnished 
from these reports and other data 
upon which. analysis has been 
found to be dependable,” O’Leary 
said, “it is clear that private em- 
ployment has steadily increased 
during the summer of 1936, and at 
mid-September there were in pri- 
vate employment in all of its forms 
at least 7,000,000 more ‘wage and 
salary workers than when employ- 
ment as lowest in the depression. 

“Estimates Exaggerated.” 

“It is clearly evident that, esti- 
mates which have been made of un- 
employment have been greatly ex- 
aggerated; that estimates of unem- 
ployment on a national basis are 
necessarily inaccurate and useless 
for practical purposes.” 

In concluding his report, O'Leary 
said: “Naturally there is little that 
can be new in the continuing de- 
sire of employers to expand em- 
ployment. Independently of the 
natural human desire to better liv- 
ing conditions, the employer’s suc- 
cess is greatly dependent. on full 
employment.” 

A national shortage of skilled 
labor in private industry was re- 
ported yesterday to the directors ‘by 
the committee. 

It was discovered, they reported, 
that an “almost complete break- 
down” in the trade apprentice sys- 
tem due to the depression had re- 
sulted in a national shortage of 
skilled labor. 

An almost total lack of training 
among young men during the last 
several years, private reports said, 
had advanced the avérage age in 
the skilled carpenter trade alone to 
more than 50 years. 

Would Repeal Surplus Tax. 

Repeal of the surtax on corpora- 
tion surpluses and balancing of the 
Federal budget within the next fis- 
cal year were recommended to the 
directors by their Federal Finance 
Committee. 

Committee Chairman Fred H. 
Clausen, Horicon, Wis., manufac- 
turer, told the directors a balanced 
budget would be possible next year, 
if expenditures were cut by $500,- 
000,000. 

Increasing income from _ taxes, 
caused by improved business, wi!l 
lead to a 10 per cent increase in 
Federal revenues, he predicted. 
Clausen urged that no new taxes 
be levied to bring the budget into 
balance since “the existing, unprece- 
dented high taxes” and rising col- 
lections would bring in an addition- 
al $500,000,000 during the next fis- 
cal year. 

His report, accepted by the direc- 
tors, criticised the corporate sur- 
plus tax as “wrong in principle.” 
Clausin said: “It does not appear 
a proper courseof action to advo, 
cate mere modification of this sur- 
tax. It is impossible to make a 
totally unsound structure sound by 
putting in minor improvements.”

FAMOUS TOLEDO ART 
MISSING AFTER BATTLE 


El Greco Work Included, Many 
Others Bullet Marked or 
Slashed. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOLEDO, Spain, Oct. 2.—Fascist 
conquerors took inventory of Tole- 
do today and found priceless works 
of art, museum pieces and church 
treasures missing. 

Many old paintings had been de- 
stroyed by bullets or slashed with 
knives. Officers said the El Greco 
and San Vicente Museums virtual- 
ly were stripped bare. 

One of the missing pictures was 
the famous: painting by El Greco, 
noted Spanish artist, based on the 
burial ceremonies of Count Orgaz. 
A diamond-studded crown on the 
figure of the Virgin in the cathe- 
dral was found in boxes of valu- 
ables packed for shipment. The 
Virgin's cloak, studded with 90,000 
pearls and diamonds and valued 
at 30,000,000 pesetas ($390,000) had 


disappeared, however, together with 


two diamond brooches. 

Many ruined pictures in the fif- 
teenth century Holy Cross museum, 
which long ago was a hospital were 
pointed out by officers as typical 
of the great damage to artistic 
treasures. 

Paintings in one room, including 
Bassano’s sixteenth century “La 
Vendimia,” were riddled with ma- 
chine-gun bullets. Many, religious 
pictures—some centuries old—were 
slashed beyond restoration.

NTDEVITT PRASES 
TY GARBAGE SYSTN 


Director Speaks at Columbia 
on Grinding—Thinks Fish 
“Can Take It.” 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., Oct. 2,—St. 


Louis’ method of grinding garbage 
and sewering it into the Mississippi 
has been a mechanical and financial 
success, Frank J. McDevitt, Direc- 
tor of Street and Sewers of St. 
Louis, told the Missouri Public 
Health Association here today. 
Also, the fish in the river have 
shown that they “can take it.” 

“The fish in the Mississippi adja- 
cent to St. Louis are mostly the 
scavenger type, such as gars, carp 
and channel] cat,” Director McDev- 
itt said. “The best fishing is usu- 
ally around the sewer outlets.” 

The fish will: get less of their 
present rich fare, McDevitt said, 
when the city puts into operation 
a plan of selling garbage direct to 
farmers, for feeding to hogs, on 
farms within 100 miles of St. 
Louis. 

Private Collectors Increase. 

Last summer’s drouth, the speak- 
er said, sent the price of corn to'a 
point where hog-raisers must seek 
an alternative for feeding. The 
number of licensed and unlicensed 
private collectors has increased, 
causing a decrease in the city’s col- 
lections. 

One ton of the average run of 
garbage is considered the “ equiva- 
lent of 4% bushels of corn, McDevitt 
said, adding that the estimate was 
perhaps too high, and that the city 
would have to take what the farm- 
ers were willing to pay. Most of 
the amount received would be 
profit, he said, as the cost of load- 
ing the garbage on farmers’ trucks 
would be about the samé as the 
present cost of disposal by grind- 
ing. He said it would be necessary 
to establish better control over in- 
spection of the farmers’ trucks, to 
prevent overloading and leakage, 
which cause littering of the streets. 

McDevitt told of systems and ex- 
periments which preceded the fres- 
ent grinding system. One of these 
was an incinerator, which was a 
failure, he said, partly because the 
garbage contained 80 to 85 per cent 
of water, and this moisture was not 
squeezed out before incineration. 
The city, in the early part of Mayor 
Dickmann’'s administration, sent its 
garbage to Hog Haven Farms, near 
Monsanto, Ill, for hog-feeding, but 
residents on the west bank of the 
river. objecti: 7 to the odors, got a 
court injunction against the city. 

Says Sewering Plan Works. 

The only feasible plan in the 
emergency was to install grinding 
apparatus, and run the garbage in- 
to the sewers. The flow in the sew- 
ers proved sufficient to carry it 
away, and the grinding plant has 
been run with low maintenance 
cost and no serious interruptions. 
“There are no deposits in the sew- 
ers, and when each truckload of 
garbage is dumped into the receiv- 
ing hopper, it is sprinkled with a 
specially prepared deodorant.” 

McDevitt said it was planned to 
make a thorough test ofa household 
garbage grinder recently placed on 
the market, and that before such a 
device is officially favored, it must 
be shown that there is no danger 
of stoppage of connections. from 
home to city sewers. An ordinance 
now forbids discharging foreign ma- 
terial into the sewers. 

He told of the ‘trouble caused by 
private collectors, who leave the 
less desirable garbage to be cleaned 
up by the city collectors, and said 
the new plan of disposal by sale to 
farmers would tend to reduce the 
number of private collectors, as the 
latter cannot make a lower price 
to the farmers than the city will 
make.

Polling Places to Be Open To- 
morrow, Monday and on 
Oct. 13.

East St. Louis’ first registrations 
under the new Illinois permanent 
registration laws will be conducted 
tomorrow, Monday and Tuesday, 
Oct. 13, at the city’s 83 precinct 
polling places, which will be open 
on all three days from 8 a. m. to 
9 p. m, 

Voters must appear in person at 
polling places for precincts in 
which they reside or at the office 
of the Board‘ of Election Commis- 
sioners at 17 North Main street. 
Persons are entitled to register for 
the next presidential election if by 
Nov. 3 they are 21 years old and 
have resided in the State one year, 
in the county 90 days and in the 
precinct 30 days. 

At each polling place there will 
be a judge and two deputy regis- 
trars, appointed on a basis of po- 
litical affiliation. Each party will 
have a deputy registrar in each pre- 
cinct and the judges, one to a pre- 
cinct, will be Democratic in even- 
numbered precincts and Republican 
in odd-numbered ones. 

After taking an oath before one 
of these officials, the voter then 
gives personal data concerning 
name, sex, age, nativity, citizenship, 
residence and term of residence, 
which is recorded on a master eard, 
to be kept permanently at the Elec- 
tion Board office, and a duplicate 
‘card, which goes to polling places 
on election days. 

At the bottom of each form is an 
affidavit as to residence and citi- 
zenship which the voter must fill 
out and sign, Illiterate persons and 
those unable to write because of 
physical disability may affix their 
marks. On cards for these persons, 
officials will write in physical de- 
scriptions and other personal data. 

If a polling place official or any 
other voter is not satisfied that the 
applicant is eligible, he may chal- 
lenge the applicant and require him 
to appear before the Election 
Board and furnish further proof of 
eligibility. 

Voters who cannot appear at the 
precinct polling places on any of 
the three days named my regis- 
ter on any weekday between the. 
days at the Election Board office. 
Persons moving to East St. Louis 
or coming of voting age after the 
November elections may register at 
the Board’s office up to 30 days be- 
fore a general election, 20 days be- 
fore a primary or State and county 
election, and 10 days before a spe- 
cial or judicial election. ° 

Any person failing to vote for 
four years will be notified to ap- 
pear within 30 days and gpply for 
retention, otherwise his name will 
be removed. The registry is to be 
revised every presidential year, the 
next time in 1940. Those who move 
or women who change their names 
by marriage may make the neces- 
sary changes at the Board office. 

On Oct, 14 and 15 the two deputy 
registrars. of each precinct will 
canvass their precincts, and . will 
note names “died,” “moved,” or 
“not found.” Persons refusing to 
answer canvassers’ questions or 
giving them false information are 
subject to arrest and fine. Cards 
will be sent out to persons “not 
found” and a board of revision will 
hold hearings Oct..19 and 20 to re- 
instate those proving their claims 
and strike off others.

FIVE WOMEN TESTIFY 
NEIGHBOR 15 WITCH 


Insist ‘Streams of Fire’ Come 
From Her Head, But New 
Jersey Recorder Scoffs. 


By the Associated Preas. 

WOODBRIDGE, N. J., Oct. 2— 
Recorder Arthur Brown listened 
patiently yesterday while five 
women told him strange tales about 
another woman, whom they ac- 
cused of being a witch. 

“T saw blazing streams of fire 
coming from the witch’s head,” one 
testified. 

“When the church bells began to 
ring and I started to read my 
prayer book, I would not be able to 
keep my place and I knew the devil 
was abroad,” said another. 

A third said she looked through 
a window while a “ritual” was be- 
ing performed. 

“Her (the alleged witch’s) head 
would shrink to the size of my fist,” 
she declared. “Her body would be- 


|come large and horns would ap- 


pear on her head and she would 
walk on all fours like an animal.” 
Placed Under Probation. 

Recorder Brown was not con- 
vinced, He ended the proceedings 
by placing three of the women 
under probation with orders not to 
annoy the woman they accused, The 
two others had appeared as wit- 
nesses. 

The neighborhood where all of 
the women reside is neat, with 
tidy houses. The womens’ ages 
range from 45 to 50. 

Asked to describe what she con- 
sidered a display of witchcraft, one 
witness said: 

“I saw her bend down and her 
head changed into a dog’s head and 
she had big bumps on her back.” 

Another witness was examined 
about a devil she said she had seen. 

“What did you see?” “Some sort 
of an animal with horns and a big 
ball of fire.” 

“When did this woman change 
herself into this sort of an ani- 
mal?” “Immediately after the 
church bell would ring.” 

The case came before the Re- 
corder when the woman accused 
summoned three of her neighbors 
into court on charges of annoying 
They countered with the tales 
of witchcraft. 

She Denies Stories. 

The accused woman denied the 
When testimony was given 
that she collected certain herbs for 
a “witch’s brew,” she said she did 
collect certain grasses and herbs, 
but said she used them for a me- 
dicinal preparation that she and 
her husband used. 

The recorder tried to reason 
with the women who, made the ac- 
cusations, pointing out that the be- 
lief in witches was a superstition. 
If streams of fire came from the 
woman’s head, he said, something 
would have been burned. 

To this one of the witnesses 
retorted the nose of the woman’s 
husband was scarred from burns. 

The recorder told the women to 
talk to their clergymen. 

“If they don’t think I’m right, 
come back and.J’ll change the sen- 
tence,” he said. ~

Jury Finds in Favor of Widow 
of One of Five Mill Creek 
Victims.

A jury in Circuit Judge Harry 
F. Russell's court returned a ver- 
dict for $10,000 yesterday in favor

Mrs. Maloney charged negligence 
on the part of the petroleum cor- 
poration in pumping the gasoline 
mixture into the sewer and further 
charged that the city was negligent 
in failing to provide a reasonably 
safe place for employes to work.

Of those now voting for 
Lemke, 18,855 indicate that they 
came from the Democratic ranks, 
and 5811 from the Republicans, Of 
all those voting for the three candi- 
dates, 368,766 indicate that they 
voted for Hoover, and 309,630 that 
they voted for Roosevelt, in 1932; 
while 32,582 did not indicate how 
they voted, and 31,129 are new 
voters. 

The number of those who voted 
for Thomas, Socialist, in 1932, and 
are now recorded for Roosevelt, is 
4908, or more than 50 per cent in 
excess of the number now voting 
for Thomas. The number voting 
for Thomas in 1932 and for Landon | 
now is 1780; for Thomas then and 
for Lemke now, 813.

Says ‘“‘Mass Colonization” Will 


Make Conquered Empire 
“A Bit of Italy.”

D'Italia of Milan. 

After declaring that the Fascist 
revolution produced a new Italian 
national psychology, he set forth 
this creed: 

“From the conception of national 
life it is necessary to pass to the 
conception of empire. East Africa, 
with its immense, rich. territories, 
must now be considered as an ag- 
glomeration of new Italian prov- 
ices... . , 

“The settling of Italian colonists 
in the fertile lands of the Harrari- 
no and Tana, Jimma and Kaffa 
regions will become a normal 
Bact. . . 2 . 

Plans for Development. 

“East Africa must not be consid- 
ered as a colony simply of profit. 

“Fascism will create a new, or- 
ganic and intensive system of mass 
colonization, transporting to East 
Africa all the efficiency of our 
civilization, from auto highways to 
aqueducts, from hospitals to 
schools, from the judicial and sani- 
tary to the cultural and_ social 
service organization. 

“The Fascist colonization must 
be understood as the settlement 
and development of a people. The 
true colonist will not be the one 
who returns with a few savings 
after a few years to his native 
town—which, besides, isn’t always 
very beautiful—but he who will 
settle and enrich his progeny of 
the plowed lands of the empire, he 
who will make a bit of Italy out 
of a bit of Africa, where Italian 
will be spoken, where new Italian 
families will be created and where 
the luminous, harmonious Italian 
civilization will be developed. 

Aims at Eastern Markets. 

“Italian East Africa above all 
must feed and enrich itself. An- 
other task will be that of furnish- 
ing Italy with some raw materials. 
But the development of its economy 
might be directed with greater im- 
perial utility toward the markets 
of the east beyond the passage and 
toll gate of Suez. 

“The demo-liberal system submits 

colonies to the industrial monopoly 
of metropolitan capitalism. They 
are the Caudine forks of democrat- 
ic liberty which impose an inexor- 
able slavery on the subject peo- 
ples. ; 
“The ‘Fascist regime will not per- 
mit similar forms of modern slav- 
ery. East Africa will import from 
abroad what it can’t produce itself, 
but will produce, also industrially, 
whatever it can.” 


CCC PROGRAM FOR WINTER 
SOIL EROSION WORK DRAFTED 


451 Camps to Continue Operations; 
15 of Them to Be Relocated, 
Director Says. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.— The 
Civilian Conservation Corps today 
charted a soil erosion control and 
water eensenva ion program for 
the winter. 

Diréctor Robert Fechner of the 
emergency conservation work, an- 
nounced 451 CCC camps would 
carry on soil erosion control work 
during the six months beginning 
yesterday. About the same num- 
ber of camps was engaged in 
erosion control work during the 
past summer. The new program 
provides for the relocation of 15 
camps in 10 Middlewestern and 
Western states. 

Camps supervised ‘by the soil 
conservation service, Fechner said, 
would continue to carry out dem- 
onstrations on private farm and 
range lands of conservation pro- 
grams. 

Two million check dams had 
been built by CCC workers so far, 
he reported. He said the camps 
had developed more than 100,000 
reservoirs, lakes, water holes, 
stock tanks, farm ponds. and 
springs, ranging in size from a 
7000-acre-foot lake to small farm 
ponds.

SPANISH ENVOY TO VATICAN 
AND FAMILY LEAVE ROME 


Had Been Under Police Guard 
Since Beginning of Civil 
War. 


By the Associated Press. 
"ROME, Oct. 2.—Luis de Zulueta, 


Madrid's Ambassador to the Vati- 
can, who has been a virtual. pris- 
oner in his Embassy, slipped out 
last night and took the Paris 
express. 

Shunned by .priests and Italian 
Rightists since the outbreak of the 
Spanish civil war, Zulueta had been 
a recluse under constant police 
guard inside the “Spanish Palace,” 
an ancient structure owned by the 
Spanish Government which * has 
served as its Embassy since the 
seventeenth century. 

Zulueta’s expressed sympathies 
have been with his home govern- 
ment, but virtually his whole staff 
resigned shortly after the Spanish 
strife began and swore fealty to the 
Burgos Fascist junta. 

In advance of Pope Pius’ speech 
to Spanish ecclesiastical refugees, 
Zulueta tried for several days to 
take the sharp edges off the ad- 
dress, conferring several times with 
Cardinal Pacelli, Papal Secretary of 
State. The Vatican, however, was 
bitter against the reported killing 
of many priests and bishops in 
Spain. 

Few persons knew the Ambassa- 
dor had departed. The Embassy 
was left in the care of the perma- 
nent Italian Chancellor. Zulueta 
took with him his family and 
Conde Garcia, the fiancee of one 
of his daughters. Garcia has been 
helping him during the last week 
in the Embassy.

The movement of joints in nor- 
mal or abnormal fashion can. be 
even more easily pictured as an 
aid in correcting deformities, the 
New York scientists pointed out. 

In the ,event that complicated 
diseases or conditions are encount- 
ered a physician can in the future 
make such X-ray movies of his;pa- 
tient and send them to a distant 
specialist instead ofs ending the pa- 
tient, they added. 

In addition the process makes it 


| 


possible to visualize the organs of, 
the body more clearly than with a 
fluoroscopic examination since the 
physician is not limited by the 
amount of X-ray intensity which 
his eyes can stand, the New York 
scientists said, and thus “the mo- 
tion picture image is even clearer 
than the best possible fluoroscopic 
screen observed by the eye.” 

The making of a permanent rec- 
ord has another advantage ‘in that 
it “provides a means of comparing 
the patient’s condition or function 
with previous motion picture rec- 
ords, thus demonstrating the ef- 
fects of treatment or the natural 
evolution of the disease process” 
and making it possible for a num- 
ber of physicians to examine the 
same phenomena of activity. 

Delegates to the American Roent- 
gen Ray Society yesterday viewed 
the machine for diagnosis of dis- 
eases of moving parts of the body. 
The demonstration was given ' by 
Dr. Wendell G. Scott and Dr. Sher- 
wood Moore of Washington Univer- 
sity, St. Louis.

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ARTISTS INSIST ON FEE 
10 EXHIB PICTURES 


St. Louis Group Not to Enter 
Museum Show Otherwise and 
May Picket It. 


Art for art’s sake has ceased to 
appeal to a determmed group of 
St. Louis artists who are insisting 
that they be paid rental fees when 
their pictures are exhibited, at the 
City Art Museum, or elsewhere. 

The museum is planning to open 


its annual exhibition of the work 
of St. Louis artists Oct. 31, but 
at least 34 St. Louis artists, includ- 
ing some of the best known, are 
not going to submit pictures unless 
they are paid. 

It does not appear that they will 
be paid, because the matter has 
been put up to the museum’s board 
of control, which will not meet 
until Nov. 7, a week after the open- 
ing of the exhibition. Director 
Meyric Rogers and Louis La 
Beaume, president of the Board of 
Control, are out of the city and 
the art have been given no én- 
couragement in their demand for a 
special meeting of the board before 
Oct. 31. 

“Why Shouldn’t Wet” « 

“Everybody else gets paid,” said 
James Baare Turnbull, chairman of 
a committee formed by the artists 
to press theig demands for rental 
fees, “why shouldn’t we?” 

“Can you imagine a theatrical 
performance at which the players 
are not paid for their services, or 
a concert in which the musicians 
‘consider that honor is its own re- 
ward? Everybody connected with 
an exhibition, from the janitor to 
the museum director, gets paid for 
his services. Why shouldn’t the 
artists who paint the pictures?” 

If the expected comes to pass, 
and rental fees are not paid for 
the St. Louis exhibition, Turnbull's 
group plans to hold a rival exhibi- 
tion elsewhere and invite compari- 
son of the quality of the two col- 
lections. There is even talk of 
picketing the museum during its 
exhibition. 

Two-Year Controversy. 

The question of rental fees is one 
which has been the subject of con- 
troversy for more thah two years. 
The campaign was undertaken by 
the American Society of Painters, 
Sculptors and Gravers, whose mem- 
bers, including many leading art- 
ists, refuse to participate in exhi- 
bitions at museums which do not 
pay the artists. Turnbull said two 
large museums, the Whitney Mu- 
seum in New York, the San Fran- 
cisco Art Museums, and several 
smaller museums have yielded to 
the demands of the artists. 

In general, however, museum di- 
rectors and trustees have stood pat 
on the declaration that artists are 
sufficiently compensated by the 
publicity which attends exhibition 

of their pictures in museums and 
the assistance they receive in*sell- 
ing pictures. 

Members of the American Society 
of Painters, Sculptors and Gravers 
did not participate in the last ex- 
hibition of American art. at the 
City Art Museum in January. Turn- 
bull said this exhibition was 
“pawned off on the St. Louis public 
as representative of American art” 
because 75 per cent of the Ameri- 
can painters now refuse to exhibit 
unless they are paid. 

Cannot Be “Representative.” 

“And any exhibition of local ar- 
tists held at the City Art Museum 
at this time,” he added, “cannot 
hope to be representative of St. 
Louis art.” 

The rental fee demanded is based 
on the price placed on the picture 
by the artist. The fee would be 
one per cent of that value for the 
first month or portion of a month 
that the picture is exhibited, and 
after the first month a weekly 
charge of one-fourth of 1 per cent. 
On this basis the averagé payment 
to a St. Louis artist would be $2 
or $3 a month. 

Artists who have been active 
with Turnbull in presenting the de- 
mand for rental fees to the mu- 
seum include Charles Galt, Fred- 
erick Rushing Roe, Joe Jones, Hel- 
en Louise Beccard, Peter Keep and 
Jessie Beard Rickly.

Around the World 
Again. 


The Poor Are Still Here. 
Where Are the Smiths?

MERICANS, from top to bot- 
A tom, consider baseball one of 

the noblest works of man. At 
dinner on the yacht Mayflower, 
President Coolidge sat, solemn as 
always, his guests including Secre- 
tary of State and Mrs. Kellogg, 
George Harvey, Gen. Pershing, and 
some others. 

A marine brought in a wireless 
dispatch. There were complications 
with Mexico just then; guests 
thought the message might have to 
do with that. President Coolidge 
looked up, smiled his rare and lov- 
able smile, said: “Well, Washington 
won.” 

More than 50,000 Americans, of 
whom many had been waiting at 
the gates before daylight, sat part 
of the time in a cold wind and part 
in a heavy rain, while Yankees and 
Giants struggled&’ Wednesday for 
the national supremacy.

Forty-seven years ago, young Nel- 
lie Bly went around the world and 
beat the imaginary record of Jules 
Verne’s “Around the World in 80 
days,” by making the trip in 72 
days, 6 hours, 11 minutes. 

Dorothy Kilgallen, of the New 
York Evening Journal, started out 
Wednesday night to see .how thor- 
oughly Nellie Bly’s record could be 
beaten, in these flying-machine 
days. 

She started with competing mas- 
culine reporters, all on board the 
airship Hindenburg. Using only 
commercial transportation routes, 
crossing the Atlantic by dirigible, 
Europe and Asia by plane, catching 
the American China Clipper at 
Manila, flying the Pacific to Cali- 
fornia, and the United States by 
airplane to New York, Miss Kil- 
gallen expects to be back in three 
weeks or less. 


Four hundred years ago, the first 
around-the-world trip was started 
by Fernando Magellan's expedition, 
starting in 1519 with five ships and 
237 men, he died in the Philippines. 
His captain, Sebastian del Cano, 
finished with one ship left of five 
and 18 survivors of 237 men. That 
trip took 1083 days. 

That now seems slow. The trip 
in three weeks will seem. slow 100 
years hence, when men will travel 
in the stratosphere as fast 4s the 
sun seems to move around the 
earth, 1000 miles an hour. The flyer 
of 2036 will start, 30 or 40 miles 
up, at sunrise, and return with the 
next morning's sun. 


What men can imagine they can 
do, and it is easy to imagine that.

The truth of the matter is that 
contract does not demand extraor- 
dinary mental feats. The crux of 
expert play is selective memory. 
Players should train themselves to 
recognize and select the one oF 
two suits that require close obser- 
vation and memorizing of the spots 
played.

The bidding: 
South West North East 
lspade 2clubs 2hearts Pass

West opened the king of clubs, 
and dummy won with the ace. 
Looking over alternative lines of 
play, declarer saw: that it would be 
unwise to depend on a 3-3 diamond 
break, and so far as ruffing out 
the fourth diamond was concerned, 
this might require putting up dum- 
my’s ace of spades to avoid an over- 
ruff. But since the ace of spades 
would be necessary to help draw 
the opponents’ trumps, this plan 
also was unappealing. The next 
step was to consider the possibility 
of setting up dummy’s long suit. 
Declarer saw this could be done if 
the opposing hearts lay 3 and 3 
and the trumps 32. (With a 41 
trump break, dummy’s ace of 
spades would not be a timely en- 
try.) 


ECIDING that the heart estab- 
[) usnment plan was the best 

available, declarer laid down 
the king and queen of trumps, and 
followed these up with the ace and 
eight of hearte. On the latter two 
he carefully noted West’s play of 
the queen and ten. Winning the 
second heart lead in the dummy 
and, noting with satisfaction that 
his nine and seven, by virtue of the 
cards already played from his own 
hand and West's, formed a_ se- 
quence, he now had an easy line of 
play. He led dummy’s seven of 
hearts. East correctly ducked, 
hoping that declarer would ruff, 
but declarer made the perfectly 
safe, “nothing-to-lose discard” of his 
remaining club. The seven holding 
the trick, another heart was led 
and ruffed. Then dummy’s ace was 
used as a re-entry and to draw’ 
East’s last trump, and the fifth 
heart cashed as a good trick. Thus, 
declarer had only to concede two 
diamonds. 
By watching the spots of the 
heart suit, the only one that had 
any bearing on the hand, he had 
made five, when his contract might 
have been jeopardized by other 
lines of play.

Dr. Clendening Every object we 
see is some. kind 
of color mirror and selects out its 
own ray from the spectrum to re- 
flect. The human eye catches 
these reflections on the retina with 
certain special nervous eye-organs 
called the cones of the retina. 
These cones lie side by side with 
other sensory end-organs called 
the rods, which enable us*to dis- | 
tinguish degrees of brightness. 
The cones are the cells which 
allow us t@ live in a world of color. 
Not all animals are as well en- 
dowed in this respect as man. The 
birds, for instance, have very many 
fewer cones in the retina. They 
probably see color very indistinctly, 
which seems strange, in view of the 
brilliance of their coloring. And 
their color world is different from 
man’s: they probably see the infra 
red emanations from the sun which 
are invisible to man: the blue end 
of the spectrum is more visible to 


us. 
. * » 


stinctively with this: red seems 

to us the most brilliant color, 
but it is not true; blue is the most 
brilliant. We really see blue with 
less luminosity. If you watch the 
flowers in the gardens as dusk falls, 
you find the red flowers grow 
blacker, but the blue ones retain 
their color almost to the last. 

In modern civilization we have 
taken advantage of this knowledge 
of color to make our world more 
safe, more easy to understand and 
more comfortable. Somehow it is 
universally true that colors repre- 
sent emotion: white is cool and en- 
couraging, black is frightening. Red 
stirs us to angery green and blue 
calm us down. So we use red and 
green signals to warn and to 
speed the motorist and all other 
engineers. 

Our houses are decorated with 
this primary emotional appeal: in 
mind, and depending on the work 
that is done there the color of a 
room can be made helpful and ap- 
propriate. 3 

The color which reflects the most 
light, and therefore makes the 
brightest room, is’ white—89 per 
cent. The colors which reflect the 
least light are red and green—12 
per cent to 30 per cent. In the 
medium range is blue, 35 to 60 per 
cent. 

In former days surgical operat- 
ing rooms were made white to pro- 
vide the greates>amount of illu- 
mination. But it was found that this 
caused a glare, which became fa- 
tiguing to those who worked there 
all day. Now one is more likely 
to see gray walls, and even gray 
or blue linen—gowns and sheets— 
in operating rooms.

Writes About 
Sensible Living 
By the Rev. J. F. Newton 


Joseph Jastrow writes simply and 
wisely about sensible living. Not 
safety first, but “Sanity First” is 
what we need; and then life will 
be safer. Sanity and sanitary are 
very close akin. 


Sensible living like much else be- 
gins with the body, he tells us. It 
is our body; we have to live with it 
day in and year out. We must 
watch it but not worry about it; 
learn how to care for it and use 
it. . 


How to eat, how to sleep, how to 
work, how to play, are among the 
first lessons of sane living. _ We 
must keep our habits flexible, he 
adds; not let routine make us 
slaves, and do nothing in excess. 


“We can bring no more to liv- 
ing than the powers we bring to 
life,” said Kipling. We must know 
what powers we have, cultivate and 
contro] them, and never squander 
them, if we would live wisely. 


If we live foolishly, 
great psychologist, it is because our 
emotions get the best of us, and 
run away with us. We cannot live 
sanely, or sensibly, until we can 
master our feelings. 

It was hardly necessary for him 
to tell us that the Private Enemy 
No. 1 of sensible living, is Fear. 
Sensible fear leads to caution, but 
foolish fears waste our energy and 
wear us out. 

For that reason, he would have 
very different intelligence tests 
from those in vogue. He would test 
the sanity of a man by his faith, 
by what he believes, as to wheth- 
er he is fuzzy-minded or not. 
The. most valuable thing in life, 
he argues, is a sense of value—to 
know what is worth while and 
worth striving for. The man who 
bas a keep. and clear sense of the 
values of life, is safe. 


For the rest, to lose our heads 
is fatal; but to lose our hearts is 
life indeed—it releases our emo- 
tions toward others. Then we get 
out of ourselves and begin to live 
sensibly and happily.
